JOSEPH GUERIN DIES AT 71. 


Widely Known Textile Manufac- 
turer Was a Native of Belgium. 


WOONSOCKET, R. I., May 6.—Joseph 
Guerin, President of the Guerin Mills, 
Inc.; and widely Known as a’ textilé 
manufacturer, died at his home here 
today in his seventy-second year. He 
was a native of Belgium, coming to this 
city in 1892 ds a mill employe. At the 
time of his death he controlled: seven 
large yarn, worsted, weaving and dye- 
ing plants, capitalized at $7,000,000.

TRADE WITH ORIENT .GAINS. 











Increase in 1922. 


The Oriental taste for American manu- 
factures continues to grow, as does the 
American taste for Oriental raw. mate- 
rials., Trade between the United States 
and /Asia.as a whole formed’ a larger 
share of our total foreign trade in 1922 
than-in any earlier year. 

This trade has gained appreciably 
since the opening of the Panama Canal. 
The National City Bank, in an analysis 
of our commerce with the- Orient, esti- 
mates that American merchandise sent 
to Asia formed less than 5 per cent: of 
our total exports. in 1913, the year pre- 
ceding the ‘opening of the Panama 
Canal, 9 per cent: in 1920, 11 per cent. 
in 1921 and 12 per cent. in 1922, Im- 
ports from: Asia, which formed 15 per 
cent. of the merchandise entering the 
country in 1913, were 20 per cent, ‘in 
1916, and 204% per cent. for the ten 


months ending with October, 1922, and 
— oe single month of October, 28 per 


‘Phis big increase in the share of 
our trade which goes to or’ comes from 
the Oriert,’’ says the » ‘is. not 
necessarily due in: any considerable de- 
gree to the opening of the new gate- 
way, since there are other and equally 
important reasons which have stimu- 
lated the direct interchange of mer- 
chandise between the United States and 
its neighbors across the Pacific. Prior 
to the war the so eared = oe of the 
European countries, Dutch East 
Indies, Australia ew.
